rendered the previous year, in ether parts of the City where property values would pezjrrtt,|
we placed a ten per cent raise on this years rendition .

Very fen changes were made In Improvements.

A very few of our citizens have protested against the tern per oent raise who have

stated heretofore that residence property was not assessed at fifty per oent of Its

valuation.

And to give further facts,** have hail murbers of others appearing bofore the'Boardnho,.

while they eonplalned of the high valuations on their property, said that the Board hejd

fairly adjusted and equalized their property valuations.
